WASHINGTON, Dec. %.—According 
to the Navy Year Book, compiled by 
Pitman Pulsifer, secretary of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Naval Affairs, the 
United. States is now the second in 
strength upon the high seas, of all the 
world powers. Great Britain alone ex- 
ceeds the United States in fighting 
forces afidat, according to this volume. 
* To attain this position the United 
Btates, during the 24 years which have 
elapsed since the building of the modern 
navy began, has expended $300 359,190, or 
an average of nearly $13,000,000 a year.

Dramatic Scene at Vault. 

The scene at Highgate this morning 
when the vault was opened was dramat- 
ic. All the entrances to the cemetery 
were guarded by cordons of police. Only 
those persons who bore passes from the 
Home Office were admitted to ‘the 
grounds. George «si. Druce, the claimant, 


tried twice to get into the cemetery but 
failed, 
The work of opening the grave began 





‘at daybreak, with the removal of the 


topmost coffins in the vault, containing 
the bodies of the wife and son of T. C. 
Druce. 

The diggers and witnesses were gath- 
ered in an electric lighted shed built 
about the Druce lot. Adjoining the shed 
was & small private room provided for 
Dr. Pepper, the physician assigned to 
open the coffin and to conduct the ex- 
amination. 

It was nearly 1 o'clock before the cof- 
fin, the contents of which have aroused 
the curiosity of the whole world, was 
brought up ready fer opening and in- 
spection. The top was hastily unscrewed 
and the inner casing of lead was cut 
away. As the physician placed pis hands 
within the casket and folded ck the 
rolls of lead, the witnesses crowded for- 
ward on tiptoe, watching the operations 
with breathless curiosity. : 

There was no need for comment from 
the physician as the contents of the 
coffin were exposed to the view of the 
witnesses. A man’s body lay inside 
the casket. There was" a little gasp 
from the group of spectators as the 
tension was broken. The doctor made 
a formal examination, which lasted but 
a few moments. 

Then' the lawyers for the warring 
interests drew up a statement, to which 
the witnesses subscribed under oath. 

As soon as the affidavit had been 
signed the coffin was closed and re- 
placed in the grave. 

Herbert Druce himself censored all 
messages sent out from the cemetery 
and everything thus far given out con- 
cerning the investigation has official 


sanction.

BURGLAR ENTERS DRUG STORE

When the burglar found this to be so, 
he did not give up. There was the 
radiator right above his head. He 
grasped the hot-air pipe and wrenehed 
it loose at the point where it entered 
the radiator. 

There was a fire in the furnace, but 
that made no difference. The asbestos- 
covered pipe was not hot on the sur- 
face. 

With the pipe removed it was an easy 
matter to raise the radiator cover and 
crawl into the room above. These cov- 
ers fit loosely and are never fastened 
down. 

The loot consisted of $1.50 worth. of 
ehewing gum, 15 cents from a Neéws- 
boys’ Homé collection box, #@ cents 
from a Salvation Army box and Hal- 
pin's overcoat.

‘The 
surgeons found no evidence that she had 
peen wronged or that she was dissolute. 
In fact, they are convinced that she was 
of a higher social clans than has been 


thought. 
The result of the autopsy deepens the 
mystery by making untenable the most 
likely. theories advanced as to the mo- 
tive of the crime. 

“The woman was by no means a dis- 
solute character,”’ said Dr. Alers, one 


lof the men present at the autopsy. “She 


was well nourished, powerfully built and 

(thkon pretty good care of herself. 
She was beautifully formed and per- 
fectly proportioned. I would say. that 

r age wali about % and that she had 

en use@ to some of the good things of 
Me. Wile I would not say that she 
Méecupied a high station tn life, I must 
admit that she was evidently of a bet- 
ter class than it has been supposed. 

Was Not Intoxicated. 

“We found some spirits in her stom- 
ach, but not enough to presuppose that 
the woman was intoxicated when she 
met her death. She was not an alcoholic 
by any means. Under the circumstances 
there can be no doubt that she was mur- 
dered, 

Dr. Alers refused to discuss this feat- 
ure of the case further, But it was 
learned that all the phys‘cians agreed 
that the woman had not been wronged. 

No traces of poison were found in the 
stomach after a superficial examination. 
Together with the lungs, the heart and 
other portions of the body the stomach 
was taken away for microscopical and 
chemical analysis, 

‘‘The murderer of that woman was no 
ordinary person,’’ said Detective Welsh. 
‘He has left absolutely no clew behind 
him and the fact that so far the woman 
has not even been identified, makes: it 
all the harder for us. The woman may 
be either Annie Nevins, Agnes O'Keefe 
or Mrs. Mary Bradv, but until this is 
—— determined our efforts are 

ndered.’ 

Identification Not Certain. 

Although. hundreds of persons have 
viewed the bedy, the young woman's 
identity hag not yet been determined 
positively. So far as can be learned 
no definite progress has been made by 
the police in their effort to find the 
person or persons’ responsible for the 
Woman's death Two men who were 
taken into custody immediately after 
the body was found are still under re- 
straint, bit they are held merely as 
suspicious persons, The only real hope 
of the officials in the direction of ah 
identification is based upon a mother of 
pearl pin and a letter addressed to 
“Cora,”’ found on the shore of the pond 
where the body had been concealed. 

A man who visited the morgue late 
last night said he was searching for a 
missing woman whom he described as 
“Cora §8.," declining to give her full 
name. He had read of the finding of 
the letter and pin, he said, and was 
thus led to look at the body lying in 
the morgue. This description of “Cora 
S.“ was rémarkably like that of the 
acad woman, and when he was admitt- 
et and looked at the Sedy he fainted.

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—With a factory 
girl of 21 leading the revolt of 30,000 ten- 
ants against high rents in the East Side 
district, the landlords for the first time 
are yielding. Long have they looked 
with contempt upon any efforts to en- 


croach on their “rights,’’ but they are. 


now facing an organization that is forc- 
ing them to yield—and this organization 
was perfested by a frail factory work- 
er, Miss Pauline Newman. 

The landlords have agreed to meet 
committees and in some cases material 
reductions in rent have been granted 
with the first formal demand by the 
tenants who issued the ultimatum, ‘‘Re- 
duce our rent or we will move and see 
that the houses remain empty.’”’ 


Burden on the Wife. 

“It is the East Side wife and mother 
who must face the problem of how to 
make ends meet on the few dollars her 
husband earns,,”” says Miss Newman. 
“If it all goes in rent there is nothing 
left for food, so she is determined to 
undergo any temporary hardship in or- 
der to accomplish her ends. 

“The hard times have played havoc 
among the poor. Many men are out of 
jobs and dire want is prevalent. The 
East Side tenement dwellers are not so 
much unwilling to pay the rent de- 
manded, but they are unable to do so. 

“This movement cannot help but be 
successful, by the enormity of it. If 
our number were small the landlords 
might entertain some hope of victory, 
but they would not dare evict 30,000 
tenants. It is because we have reached 
the wy: of endurance that we have 
taken this step, and our enthusiasm 
and determination will carry it to suc- 
cess.

Mrs. Hatfield Fires With Ef- 
fect When Richardson Ad- 
vances With a Club.

PURVIS, Miss., Dec. 30.—Torn from 
the man she married against the wishes 
of her father, Mrs. Lena Richardson 
Hartfield shot and killed her parent 
when he threatened her and her mother 
After committing the deed, she traveled 
80 miles across country to surrender to 
the authorities. 

When the girl left the home of her 
father, John Richardson of Sumral, to 
be married, Richardson was enraged. 
Soon after his daughter’s marriage, the 
father went to her new home and forced 
the young husband to give up his bride. 
Richardson took the girl to his home, 
and there abused her and her mother. 

Neighbors were attracted by the dis- 
turbance, and by threats succeeded in 
quieting Richardson. After they with- 
drew, however, the angry parent went 
into the yard to get a c-ub with which 
to frighten the bride and her mother. 

Walts at Door With Guna. 

Realizing his intentions, the girl pro- 
cured the family shotgun and stationed 
herself at the door. She warned her 
father not to enter, but he came on with 
uplifted club. The girl fired once, aim- 
ing at the floor to frighten him. Rich- 
ardson did not heed the warning, and 
advanced on his daughter. She fired a 
second time, with effect. The charge 
entered the man’s stomach, and he died 
the next morning. 

When Richardson died, Mrs. Hartfield 
hitched up the family horse and drove 
30 miles over the rough roads to: the 
Lamar County Jail here. She told her 
story to the Sheriff, and was locked up, 
pending an inquiry into the tragedy.

Minority Opinion Holds Ma- 
jority View Violates 
Constitution. 





am notable decision in the Jaw of libel 
was that of the Supreme Court of 
Missouri en banc in the case of Julian 
vs. Kansas City Star, in an opinion 
handed down last Monday affirming 
the judgment of the Circuit Court 
of Ray County. 
The facts in the Julian case were that 
the plaintiff and the defendant, news- 
paper were both residents of Kansas 
City, Jackson County, Missouri. The 
defendant was a doniestic corporation, 
' @ggaged in the business of publishing 
@ newspaper, ‘he Kansas City Star. It 
had its office and place of business in 
Kansas City and the paper was printed 
there and was first circulated and is- 
sued to the public in Kansas City, 
Mo., and afterwards was distributed to 
ite various subscribers in the different 
counties of the State. The newspaper 
circulated not only in Jackson* County, 
but -in ail the. other counties in the 
State of Missouri. 
Sult Filed In Foreign County. 
This suit was originally filed in Platte 
County, Mo. The defendant corpora- 
tion had no office or agent in Platte 
Ccunty, but its newspaper was circulat- 
ed there as a public ‘newspaper. Pro- 
cess was served upon the defendant 
corporation by issuing a summons, di- 
ected to the sheriff of Jackson County, 
and he served it upon' the defendant's 
“officers in Kansas City, Mo. At the 
return term of the writ, the defendant 
appeared specially and filed a motion 


the Circuit Court of Platte County had 
no jurisdiction because both parties 
lived in Jackson County. 
While thie’ motion to dismiss for 
want of jurisdiction was pending, the 
defendant corporation also filed a mo- 
tion for a change of venue, claiming 
that the plaintiff had an undue in- 
fluence over the mind of the Judge.

as it still is, we may approach the ques- 
tion of the constitutionality ef the sec- 
tion of the statute now assailed by 
the defendant with conceding for the 
sake of argument that it does not place 
the corporation on an equal plane with 
the individual in reference to the coun- 
ty wherein it may be sued and that 
the inequality is a material disadvan- 
tage. And it may also be conceded, for 
the sake of argument, that a corpora- 
tion whose charter puts it on a plane 
with an individual in a certain partic- 
ular is entitled te the protection of the 
law in that particular equal to an in- 
dividual under the same condition. 
“But in its origin there is a difference 
between a corporation and an individ- 
ual, The corporation is an artificial be- 
ing possessing only the rights that the 
State has granted and bearing the bur- 
dens that its charter imposes. 
“The State in issuing the charter may 
impose its own terms and, when ac- 
cepted, the corporation is bound by the 
terms; if terms are imposed in the char- 
ter that result in placing the corpora- 
tion in a position less favorable than 
an individual would occupy in relation 
to the same subject, the corporation 
cannot complain because it is one of 
the conditions on which its right to be 
a corporation was granted. 

“The statute laws of the State pre- 
scribing the powers that a corpora- 
tion to be organized under those laws 
may have and prescribing also the ternis 
and conditions under which the powers 
granted are to be exercised are, in lega! 
contemplation, incorporated in the char- 
ter of the corporation organized there- 
under as absolutely as if copied into it. 


Power of Statutes. 
“If. for example, the State should abe 
fit to say in its statute law that every 
corporation thereafter crested should 
maintain an office at the seat of the 
State Government in charge of an agent 
on whom process could be served and 
should be Hable to be sued in the coun- 
ty where the State Capital is located, 
the power of the State to enact such a 
law could not be questioned, and if a 
corporation should thereafter be organ- 
iged and accept its. charter under 
terms, it would have.no right to com- 
plain. 
“The section of the statute which de- 
fendant now assails, section 997 R. 8s. 
1899, ia a partof the chepter containing 
the statute law of this State concerning 
the organization of private corpora- 
tions and prescribing their powers and 
duties. In one section of that chapter, 
section 971, defining the powers of cor- 
porations to be organized thereunder, it 
is said that they may sue and be sued 
by their corporate names, and this sec- 
tion, section 997, prescribes where they 
may be sued. The two sections go to- 
gether, they are component parts of 
the same legislative act through which 
alone a corporation organized there- 
under obtains its right to existence; 
they relate to the same subject; a cor- 
poration that accepts the one must ac- 
cept the other also. This section 997 
was first enacted in 1855, it has been the 
law of this State, in that connection, 
continuously from that date to this, | 
therefore it was the law under which 
the defendant corporation was ergan- 
ized and defendant cannot question its 
validity.

In this con- 
curring opinion, Judge Gantt holds 
| that the cause of action accrued in 
Platte County, because the newspaper 
was circulated there, and under section 
Revised Statutes, 1899, the plaintiff 
had a right to bring his suit in Platte 
or in any other county in the State 
in whica the newspaper circulated. 
He also holds that the statute so con- 
strued is not in violation of either the 
State Constitution or of the Federal 
Constitution, but in expressing. this 
opinion upon these points, in which he 
coucurs with Judge Valliant, this con- 
curring opinion further ...as that~ the 
defendant waived its right to object to 
the jurisdiction of the Cireuit Court of 
Platte County. by filing an application 
for a change of venue before its plea to 
the. jurisdiction of the Platte. County 
Circuit Court had.beén determined, and 
that, after taking this change of venue, . 
it could not avail itself of any objection 
to the jurisdiction of the Circuit Court 
of Platte County. 
Differ from Judge Valliant. 
In the concurring opinion, these four 
judges also differ from Judge Valliant 
in-his holding that section 997 is a part 
of the corpofate charter of every cor- 
poration organ! under the laws of 
the State of Missouri, because it is a 
part of the statutes in reference to the 
powers of a corporation organized un- 
der the laws of this State, and that 
hence corporations, so organized, can- 
not dispute the validity or constitution- 
ality .of the statute because they have 
faccepted its provision in accepting a 
charter from the State. Upon. this 
point, the concurring opinion holds that 
this section is merely a provision of 
procedure and is not a part of any cor- 
porate charter, and that it can there- 
fore be repealed or changed by the 
State at any time without the consent 
of the corporation. 
The Dissenting Opinion. 
Judge Graves wrote a dissenting opin- 
ion, which is concurred in by Judge 
Lamm, in which he holds that the 
judgment of the lower court should be 
reversed and the cause dismissed, be- 
cause the Circuit Court of Platte Coun- 
ty had no jurisdiction to try the case, 
and the defendant did not waive its 
objection to jurisdiction of the Circuit 
Court of Platte County by. taking a 
change of venue.

The Freedom of Press. 
“We are satisfied with the wisdom 
and foresight of our venerable forefa- 
thers as expressed in the first amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution. Con- 
gress and the states cannot enact laws 
having a tendency to muzzle a free 
press, nor should they be written by the 
courts. By that amendment.our citizens 
were allowed to speak above muffled 
whispers, and the censorial muzzle was 
taken from the mouth of the press. 
“Again, we should recollect that a 
libeler is a Hbeler, whether individual 
or corporate, and if the one should be 
| followed, or dragged, as in this case, 
to the uttermost ends of the State to re- 
ceive the admeasured punishment in the 
way of a verdict for damages, so should 
the other. There should be no distinc- 
tion "between malicious libelers. What 
by the law is meted out to thé one 
should by the same token be meted out to 
the other, and this at the hands of the 
courts, What rights have the individ- 
uals who maliciously publish a libel over 
an association of individuals, masquer- 
ading under a corporate name? 

Orme Law For All. 

“Nor in writing the Jaw can we con- 
sider the greatness of the paper or the 
party publishing it, whether individual 
or corporation. In nearly every well de- 
veloped county of the State will be 
found a group of goed men, who, de- 
siring to teach the political faith which 
was born with them. and still remains 
with them, bonding themselves and their 
limited means together and organizing 
a little corporation to.publish a newspa- 
per in order to spread and promulgafe 
that faith which lies within them. ‘The

We must not bind 
our eyes; in the construction and inter- 
pretation of statutes, to the fact that 
there is a firmly fixed doctrine of equal 
protection of the law. With these gen- 
eral remarks, let us proceed to @ dis- 
cussion of the points of difference. 
Picking the Field. 

* “It is broadly contended that, under 
section 997,.a plaintiff in this one class 
of cases has the.right to select the 
forum of his trial and. Jocate it, in 
either of the 114 counties ofthe State, 
provided copies of the paper reach all 
of them. That he can leave the coun- 
ty of his residence, which is likewiwse 
the residence of the defendant, and 
where the first publication is made, 
and ‘pick from the 114 counties one 
where the citizenship is such that to 
his mind indicates practical results in 
his suit. If such plaintiff be a Demo- 
crat and is suing the paper of the Re- 
publican faith, he claims the right un- 
der this statute to # into a Demo- 
cratic county, where perhaps the pa- 
paper, on account of political views, is 
in bad odor, and there have a trial of 
the issue. If plaintiff be a Republican, 
and is suing a Democratic paper un- 
der this contention he claims the right 
to lodge his. complaint in the strongest 
Republican county of the State, where, 
perhaps, that paper, for political rea- 
sons, is in bad odor, and there, .with 
those surroundings, have the measure 
of his damages bountifully meted out 
to him. So also if he He a brewer and 
had been, “in his judgment, defamed. by 
some paper advocating the cause of 
temperance, or religion, he would claim 
the right to go to the ‘wetest’ county 
of the State, and there, surrounded by 
his friends and sympathizers, have jus- 
tice meted out te him, and. all in the 
name of the law. Vice versa, as to the 
forum and _ surroundings where the 
plaintiff, a believer in the cause of pro- 
hibition, and the offender, an organ 
published in the interest of the liquor 
business. 

Diverting Justice. 
“And all this in the name of the law, 
which detests everything unreasonable, 
unjust and unfair! And all this where 
no other class of suitors can claim such 
right, and in the name of equal pro- 
tection and equal rights under the law! 
“The maimed and crippled and the 
widows and orphans of those who have 
been killed, by the negligent acts of 
corporations, have, in suing the negli- 
gent corporation, no such broad privi- 
lege of selecting their forum. They 
cannot pick a county thoroughly union- 
ized, where they may have influence of 
organized labor in the trial of their 
cause. This cherished right of picking 
a forum is left solely to the individuals 
who have been damaged, by the publii- 
cation of a libel. 
“Does the act of the Legislature em- 
bodied in said Section 997 mean these 
things? Did the Legislature mean to’ 
say that in that class of cases where 
the plaintiffs are claimants of damages 
for alleged libels, and the defendants 
are. domestic corporations, then the 
plaintiff shall have the forest 
right to choose his own forum’ fo¥ the 
trial of his cause?

Would Bill Have Passed. 
“How ‘many thinking lawyers, yea, 
how many members of this court, be- 
lieve for a moment that when this act, 
now Section 997, was passed in 1855, the 
original bill had read: ‘Suits against 
corporation shall be commenced either 
in the county where the cause of actioa 
accrued, or in any county where the cor- 
poration shall have or usually keep 
an officer or agent for the transaction 
of their business, except where the 
plaintiff claims damages for libel, in 
which case such plaintiff shall have the 
unrestricted right to select his own for- 
um, notwithstanding. a previous cause 
of action has accrued to him for the 
publication of the same libel in some 
particular county,’ that such bi!l would 
have passed? The Legislature of Mis- 
souri never intended such a law and 
in our humble judgment will never pass 
such a law. This act of 1855 was. passed 
at a time when railroads were being 
extended threughout the State, passin, 
through county after county. The Legis- 
lature had such corporations in mind 
and as applied to them it is reasonable, 
for they have an agent cn the ground, 
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tion of the laws. 
“A corporation is a citizen within 


“If we admit, as we must, that laws 
may not be violative of constitutional 
inhibitiens where they apply to all of a 
class, because each and every member 
ef the class has the same rights and are 
subjected to the same inconveniences, 
end penalties, yet that does not affect 
this case. The class here is not cor- 
porations, but the class is libelers or 
publishers of libéls, which . publisher 
may be an individual or a corporation. 


An Open Illustration. 
“Suppose the Legislature should: enact 
a law reading thus: ‘Suits against pub- 
lishers of libels shall be brought as 
follews: If such publisher of a libel 
be an individual, then the suit shall be 
brought in the County where such in- 
dividual resides or in the County where 
the plaintiff resides and the defendants 
may be found; but, if such publisher of 
a libel be a corporation, then the plain- 
tiff. shall have the unrestricted right 
to bring his suit in any County of the 
State wherein the said publisher has 
circulated and published the paper or 
written instrument containing such l- 
belous article.

“A Pointed Inconsistence,” 
Now when we read sections 562 and 
997 together, and give the latter thé con- 
struction placed -upon it by our distin- 
guished brother and consider that the 
class we are dealing with is ‘“‘Publishers 
of Libels,”’ we have this supposed stat- 
ute verbatim ad liberatum. Under this 
supposed statute, which is the law de-

There are three street-paving monopolies in St. 
Louis, respecting three materials—asphalt, vitri- 
fied brick, and bitulithic. The entire work of the 
ity, involving many milljons, has been let to 
them exclusively for several years, with a formal- 
ity of competitive bidding in many instances 
which the Post-Dispatch shows to have been a 
barren pretense. 

Rivalry among the three concerns themselves 
has related only to a parcelling out of the work 
which each should undertake with its own ma- 
terials and at its own price—a rivalry between 
different materials and, therefore, essentially for 
official favor. 

This favor or preference has been enjoyed first 
by one and then by another, and the preference 
has usually been marked. One material has been 
used very largely in excess of the others, at times 
almost exclusively. 

Formerly asphalt “had the call.” There has 
been recent testimony to the effect that 10 cents 
a yard “rake-off’ went to certain corrupt legis- 
lators, and the explanation of why no asphalt 
paving has been done of late was said to be be- 
cause the grafters were not satisfied with “the 
old price of 10 cents a yard,” but demanded 25 
cents. 

Since 1904, and. anen recently, the bitulithic 
combine has held the preference, receiving ap- 
proximately two millions in contracts, under care- 
fully drawn specifications by the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, which 
competition. Special and protected materials were 
specified which were exclusively controlled by the 
| bitulifhic concern. 

At present, however, for reasons which do not 
entirely appear, bitulithic is in disfavor with the 
House of Delegates combine. Nine street im- 
provement ordinances calling for bitulithic are 
held up in the House Committee on Public Im- 
provements, five members of which have been 
subpenaed by the grand jury. Seventeen bills 
calling for asphalt have encountered the same 
fate. On the other hand, vitefic@ »rick appears 
to be enjoying high favor, and brick paving bills 
are going through the House as if they were 
greased. 

The Post-Dispatch has~developed these facts 
and laid them before the public. It is for the 
grand jury to discover their explanation and 
meaning. What is the relationship between the 
officials responsible for street paving and the com- 
bines which have secured millions of dollars 
of contracts upon special or exclusive terms? 

How was the preference that was enjoyed by a 
particular combine at a particular period secured? 

Was there a “consideration” for any of the 
contracts which was not expressed in the con-. 
tracts themselves? 

Was there “10 cents a yard” graft for any mem- 
bers of the House of Delegates in the old as- 
phalt ordinances? 

Why was the bitulithic company given so large 
a share of work at a higher price than was 
charged for other materials, and under specifi- 
cations that excluded competition? 

Why did the Board of. Public Improvements 
specify “Warren’s compositions” in the ordi- 
nances? 

Why are asphalt and bitulithic bills held up 
now by the House combine, and why are vitri- 
fied briek bills: passed without a hiteh? What 
explains the difference?

It has often been said that a little 
money is a dangerous thing, and we 
have occasion now to know it is true. 
Just when the President and his coun- 
try are doing their utmost to concill- 
ate J. Pierpont Mergan, a number of 
wealthy St. Louisans encroach upon Mr.

‘Should the ques- 
tion come to a showdown on changing 
the circuit in’ opposition to the major 
leagues it will require a two-thirds vote 
to settle it. 

C. A. Comiskey and C. W. Murphy, 
presidents* of the American and Na- 
tional League clubs of Chicago, refused 
to discuss the situation. 

Mr. Comiskey contented himself with 
calling attention te’ the action of his 
league on’ the subject, while the Na- 
tional League Club executive said-that 
he would not talk for publication until
